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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE/TITLE CHANGE 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a surface acoustic wave 
filter having each of the specifically recited features and especially wherein "the 
bandwidth of the second acoustic channel is narrower than that of the first acoustic 
channel, and a first side lobe of the second transfer function of the second acoustic 
channel has a phase opposite to that of a main lobe of the first transfer function of the 
first acoustic channel" (see the last paragraph of claim 1). The closest prior art 
references are discussed below.

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Ichikawa U.S. 6,462,633 discloses (Figs. 1 and 7) a main filter Fm acoustic 
channel and a second filter Fs acoustic channel with the input/output transducers 
connected in parallel such that the transfer functions (Fig. 2) have the same phase 
within the pass band W1 of Fm (i.e. blocking band W2 of Fs)[see col. 7, lines 30-36] and 
have opposite phases outside the pass band especially at side lobe L2 of the second 
filter Fs at area W4 (see e.g. col. 4, lines 26-30). However, the bandwidths W1 and W2 
of the two filters are the same (see col. 4, lines 17-18). 

Baier DE 197 26 594 discloses a surface acoustic wave filter having two tracks 
connected in parallel, and wherein one filter has a narrow band and one has a wide 
band characteristic (see the abstract, lines 3-7). 

Tsuzuki et al. U.S. 6,476,691 is an equivalent of JP 2001-53581 and EP 1 104 
1 00 that were both cited by Applicant. 

Dufilie et al. U.S. 6,313,717 is an equivalent of JP 2000-77974 that was cited by 
Applicant. 

Nakamura et al. U.S. 6,650,206 is an equivalent of EP 1 189 346 that was cited 
by Applicant.
